HENRY M. HOWE IS 


DEAD AT MACON, MO. 


Mr. 
Howe Was 82 Years Old, and 


Came to Rock County in 1840— 


An Interesting Life. 


Late this afternoon word was re- 
ceived in this city of the death of one 
of the oldest settlers of Rock county, 
Henry (M. Howe, formerly of the town 
of . Spring Valley. 
His death oc- 


curred at the home of his son, Ed- 
:win Howe, in Macon, Mo. 


Mr. Howe was eighty-two years 
of age and came to Rock county in 
1840 in territorial times. 
He was 
a native of Vermont and was a des- 
cendant of heroic ancestors 
who 
served their country in her . early 
struggles against 'oppression. 


After coming to 
Wisconsin • in 


1840, Mr. Howe worked for a year on 
•Rock river on a scow owted iby 
Decker & Nowlton, of this city, and 
propelled by horse power ancl a main 
sail. 
The scow was used in boating 
stone and lumber. 
Mr. Howe's early 
experiences' were viery /interesting. 
His first Rock county home was in 
the town of Magnolia where he pur- 
chased a farmland resided for ten 
years. 
Then he sold that property 
and purchased the farm in 
Spring 


TValley where he resided many years. 
Some ten years ago his wife died and 
he moved to the home of his only son 
Edson at Macon, Mo., where he has 
since resided. 


His remains will be brought to Or- 


fordville for burial and funeral ser- 
vices will <be held at the Methodist 
Episcopal church Sunday morning at 
ten o'clock.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—War 


between Venezuela and Colombia may 
be imminent. 
Conflicting reports of 


battles between Venezuelan troops and 
invaders from Colombia show the in- 
ternal situation in Venezuela critical. 
. A dispatch from Port of Spain, Trini- 
dad, says the Venezuelan minister of 
war, Senor Pulido, leader of an im- 
portant political faction, has resigned 
mfter a violent scene in the cabinet, re- 
fusing to accept orders of President 
Castro. It seems Castro declares the 
forces that crossed the border and are 
now engaged with Venezuelan troops 
are Colombians, and wants to 
give 


Senor Rico, the Colombian minister, 
his passports, which would precipitate 
trouble. Senor Pulido claims the in- 
Taders are revolutionists and not Col- 
ombians. 
Reports 
from Willemstad, 


Curacoa, declare war between the re- 
publics is imminent, and reports ad- 
ditional local uprisings In Venezuela. 


The dispatches from Port of Spain 


declare the invaders under Dr. Calva- 
riss defeated the troops sent out by 
President Castro in the first battles.: 
Consul General E. Gonzaies Esteves, 
at New York yesterday,. reported to 
the Venezuelan consulate here that he 
had received a dispatch telling of the 
total rout of the insurgents near San 
Cristobal. 
Today he 
announces re- 


ceipt of a cable from President Castro 
telling of the defeat of 5,000 men "left 
of the Colombian revolt." The' Brit- 
ish steamer Texas arrived at Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, from Colon, Colombia, 
and reported severe fighting along the 
railway near Colon on Saturday and 
Sunday last. . Captain Lund declares 
there is intense excitement in Colon, 
•as the rebels attacked with great de- 
termination and pressed the govern- 
ment troops to within ten miles of the 
city. The Colombian government has 
found it impossible to secure a crew 
for the gunboat Namouna, the Eng- 
lish and American crew having de- 
serted.

FREED BY OLD JEWISH RITE. 


Widow Keleiued from Obligation to Marry 


Her Brother-lii-X-air. 


New York, Aug. 2.—An extraordi- 


narily rare ceremony, based by 
the 


Jews directly upon the teachings of 
the old testament, has just been per- 
formed in this city when a young 
woman who had traveled 10,000 miles 
was released from the obligation of 
marrying her dead husband's brother, 
says the New York Times. The obli- 
gation of a woman marrying 
the 


brother of her dead husband, accord- 
ing to ancient Hebrew law, arose when 
her husband died before children were 
born to the pair. The young woman 
in the case is Mrs. Geolda Lacs, a 
young Roumanian Jewess from Buch- 
arest. A little over three years ago 
she married Emanuel Lacs, when she 
was only 18 years old. Within three 
months the husband died. 
All this 


happened in Bucharest. The brother- 
in-law, whom, according to the faith, 
the young woman must marry, is Sam- 
uel Lacs of East 49th street, this city. 
Lacs was already married, and, there- 
fore, could not 
have 
married 
the 


widow of his brother, even if he had 
wanted to. The young woman opened 
negotiations with her New York rela- 
tive soon after the death of her hus- 
band, but her brother-in-law found it 
impossible to travel abroad to have the 
ceremony of dispensing with the ob- 
ligation performed. Without this dis- 
pensation, according to the law, the 
widow could not marry again. Under 
the circumstances the widow decided 
to come to America to get the desired 
release, and it 
was this ceremony 


which was performed in a little front 
room on the second floor of a tenement 
house in Norfolk street. A portion of 
the Talmud was read by the rabbi, 
who, at the end of the reading, pro- 
duced a sandal of peculiar and ancient 
pattern. 
It was made of two pieces 


of leather 
and was 
fastened with 


latches and two long thongs. Stoop- 
ing, 
he fastened this to 
the foot of 


Lacs. The widow was then directed to 
kneel in front of the man and use only 
her right hand to untie the shoe. After 
this was done she arose, held the shoe 
high above her head and cast it on the 
floor in front of her 
brother-in-law. 


The two principals were then declared 
free to. go their own way.

Schley's request for a modification of 
the fifth specification of the precept 
of the court of inquiry, but its refusal 
is couched in such terms as to make 
it in reality a victory for the admiral. 


Admiral Schley challenged the cor- 


rectness of the specification, on 
the 


ground that it stated as a fact that 
he had. disobeyed orders when 
the 


question -was a point to be settled by 
the court. While refusing to change 
the wording of the precept, the Navy 
Department has practica'iy acceded to 
the wish of the admiral by notifying 
him that his letter will be laid before 
the court of inquiry. 


Following is the text of the reply 


•ent by the Navy Department: 


"Navy 
'Department, 
Washington, 


Aug. 1, 1901.—Sir: 
The department 


has received your letter of the 27th 
ultimo, in which you acknowledge the 
receipt of a copy of the order con- 
vening, at your request, a court of In- 
quiry to investigate your conduct dur- 
ing the war with Spain, and suggest 
that paragraph five of said order, di- 
recting the court to ^inquire into 'the 
circumstances attending and the rea- 
sons for the disobedience by Commo- 
dore Schley of the orders of the de- 
partment,' etc., 'be so modified as to 
omit the department's expression of 
opinion, and thus leave the court free 
to express its own opinion In that 
tnatter.' 


"In reply you are advised that the 


precept calls for an inquiry by the 
court, and the ascertainment of per- 
tinent facts. For the purpose of set- 
ting on foot this inquiry the precept 
treats certain matters as established, 
such, for instance, as the arrival of
